The iii st thing to do it to thor- 


oachly clean the hard crease and 
mod off all connections and tabri- 
eate them thoronflhly.

First fill 
the steering gear case with a light 
grease or heavy fcbricattoff <vl 
Next crease the ball joints on the 
connecting rod. If there is very 
much pky between the hall end of 
the steering lever and the connect- 
ing rod or between the knuckle 
lever ban and the connecting tod, 
take out the cotter pin holding the 
adjusting screw on the end of the 
connecting rod and screw it tip jttst enongh to take oot the play. Be 
snre to replace tha cotter pin after completing the adjustment. Do not 
•crew up this adjustment too tight or yon will make steering stiff. 


Next feel if there ia any play in the tie rod yokes or pins. If there 


is, you win have to fit new parts in ptece of tnose that are worn. If 
the play is not very had, perhaps new pins will be all that is necessary. 


Now that you have, checked up 


the connections, get into the driv- 
inf seat and see how much move- 
ment there is of the steering 
wheel before the wheels begin to 
move. There should be a small 
amount of play, about one inch. 
If there ia more than this, loosen 
the clamp nut at the top of the 
pear case cover and turn the ad- 
justing not ftntil the movement of 
the steering wheel one way or the 
other does not exceed more than 
aa inch.
